SOTH WAS ONE OF ORIGINAL
12AMERICANARMYDIVISIONS

Was Organized at Cam}) Lee August 27, 1917, With
General Adelbert Cronkhite in Command.Deriva¬
tion of Blue Ridge Division and Resume of Activities.
General Adelbort's Kightleth Divl-

sion was organized at Camp Lcc, Au-
gust -7, ly 17, as one of the original
twelve div slons of the American
Army. It derived its name, the Blue
Uidge Division, from the fact tii.it i:
was made up exclusively of men from
Virginia. W't.-t \*irkmia and Western
Boiinsy.vaiiia. Coionel William 11.
W a Id ton was made chief of staff.

Tiie One Hundred and Kitty-ninth
Infantry , Brigade, commanded by
Uridgadicr-Gulicral C. S. Farns worth,
and tin- Throe Hundred and Four-
teentli Machine Gun Battalion. wero
formed exclusively of Virginians.
Other battalions were formed from
men from the other two States. while
the headquarters troops, military po¬
lice and Three Hundred and Fifth
Field Signal Battalion, were com¬
posed from selected personnel from
the Whole draft area.
The division sailed for France late

in May, 1'jiS, i«id was placed in
training with the British forces. Fol-
lowing the tirst period of training, the
division was transfered south ward to
he Third British Army section, the

h.-ad«|uartcrs of which was at Boattvai.
where, until August »ti, the division
was posted along the secondary line
between Albert and Arras.

Arttvo in I'lrlil Operation*.
While though primarily in t rain in.i;

the division participated actively in
all field operations of the Third
Army. Several Z the battalions en¬
gaged In serious battles and were as¬
signed to the holding of independent
trenches at times. One battalion
"went over" and two infantry regi¬
ments were formed to take part In a
large operation.
The division suffered nearly -100 cas¬

ualties during August. \vhl< h Is an
indication of its active participation
at that early date. Movement to the
American sector began on August 20.
the division going from the Artois
vector through Amiens and Paris to
the fourteen trainimr area between
'"hauinont nnd Cbat Ilon-sur Seine,
where it remained until An trust 31.
whon it moved in'.o the Trouvllle
sector, aotinir as a reserve for the
First Army during the St. Mihlel op-
.'ration of September 1.1.

Mnisc A reunite OflTcnwIvr.
Following this began the concert-

trutjon of tb" American First Army,
and the Kightietli Division was moved
to the vicinity of lppecourt. where it
fell under the command of the Anier-
icr.n Third Army and on Pentemher 1

mander. Other medals in the collec¬
tion are the Distinguished Service
Medal nnd the Croix do Guerre.
General Cronkhite also carries a

division citation from the French!
Government on his personal service
badge.

-.ip was moved to Hois la Ville, where
preparation was made for the Metise-
Argonno offensive. The attack was
launched on September -<:. On the
following «lay tho entire army objec¬
tive was taken and that night. after
t A O days of brilliant successes, the
i!:\ .s:o:i was relieved by the reserve
briirido of the Thirtv-third Division.
During the first phase of tho ollcll-

sive the (Eightieth Division, in the
face of stubborn resistance, captured
about 000 men. much equipment nnd
advanced about nine kilometers. A
German ammunition dump, valued
.it about $10,000,000. was captured.
On the 29th tho division was held

in readiness to support tho Thirty-
seventh Division. iiegitinlng on Oc¬
tober the division pushed into the
l>o!s clos Ogons in front of Nantillols,
and continued !<> improve its posi¬
tions for the next several days, com¬
pleting a task that* three other divi¬
sions had failed to perform. 11 *» 11e f
amc on the nth. and the division
was moved to Forest de Hesse. On
the 1 i til it went into reserve, and
immediate steps were taken to re -

'Tganlzo and re-equlp.
llecliimfed Germans.

Tho division remained in the re¬
serve area for ten days, and several
thousand replacements were fur¬
nished it. On the lllld it was ordered
forward in tho . vicinity of l-.es
Isleltes, and remained concealed m
woods until tlte 30th. when a new
Reneral attack was planned by the
\morlcans. The drive eatne on No¬
vember t, with the Kightleth division
ploughing its way through all resist¬
ance for good gains.
During the twenty-three davs that

the division was on the American
sector it advanced nearly twenty-four miles, and three times broke
through tho eneinv main lines of de¬
fense. The division captured many
men, quantitii s of supplies, guns and
ammunition, and lost -10 officers and

men, including thirty-seven olli-
ters and 692 men killed.
On November IS Major-General

Cronkhite. who had organized and
commanded the division, was relieved
to command the Ninth Corps, and was
s'teceded i>v Major-General S. D.
Sturyis. When the A. 11. V. was
gradually reduced. General Cronkhite
"a< returned to the command of the
clvlslon on April 1 i!. and returned
home with it. the first units arriving
at Newport News on May
ueh as the bonus adjustment might
prove to be.
